Agricultural Lands in the Southern 
Counties ot California. 
BY WM. R. OLDEN. 
To furnish information to eastern 
people, who have already commenced 
to stream into California, seeking 
homes in a country and climate where 
they can recover and maintain their 
health, and where they can avoid the 
extremes of heat and cold, I will at­ 
tempt to describe and locate the most 
desirable agricultural lands of the 
Southern coast counties. 
As these lands are (with the excep­ 
tion of a few secluded valleys of small 
importance) entirely included in a 
belt lying between the coast range 
and the sea, 1 will confine myself to 
them, as the land east of the moun­ 
tain is, generally speaking, not adapt­ 
ed to anything except pasture for 
sheep and cattle, and cannot, therefore, 
he properly classed as agricultural 
lands. 
This belt commences with the north 
line of San Luis Obispo county, 
about ten miles northwest of San 
Simeon bay, and extends to the south­ 
ern limits ot the county at the mouth 
of the Santa Maria, and has a varying 
width of from three to fifteen miles, 
composed principally of undulating 
foot hills, which, as they approach the 
sea gradually subside into a compara­ 
tively level mesa or table land, cross­ 
ed occasionally hy some stream llow- 
Ing westerly from the coast range, 
with its narrow border of rich and 
moist bottom land. A valley from one 
to three miles wide, extends longi­ 
tudinally through this belt, (with 
some unimportant interruptions,) from 
the northern to the southern line of the 
county. The soil is generally rich and 
productive, and although a consider­ 
able portion is devoted to grain it is 
found that dairying and sheen are 
more profitable; but little grain Is 
raised for export, most of it being re- 
S 
mired for home consumption. The 
amous Steele Bros’, dairies are located 
In the centre of this belt, near the 
town of San Luis Obispo. Steamers 
land regularly at San Simeon bay and 
San Luis landing, twice each month. 
M n la B arbara County. 
The northwesterly part of this coun­ 
ty is rough, and broken spurs and 
ridges from the mountains crossing 
the coast belt, extend to the coast. 
Between these ridges, however, are 
some very fertile valleys, equal in pro­ 
ductiveness to anything found in the 
State. Owing, however, to the ab­ 
sence of any convenient shipping 
facilities, the country must remain 
what it is at present—exclusively pas­ 
toral. The climate of the coast from 
Point Conception, (the western limit 
of the valley of SantaBarbara), to San 
Simeon bay, (the northern limit of 
this belt) is cool and bracing; admir­ 
ably adapted for healthy and robust 
people, and It Is also resorted to by 
those whose health has been broken 
by the malarious fevers of San Joa­ 
quin valley. 
A residence of six 
months or a year scarcely ever fails to 
effect a cure. 
Santa Barbara valley, proper, ex­ 
tends from the Gaviota Pass to Car­ 
pintería, a distince of about 40 miles, 
and consists of a mesa belt, tolerably 
level, varying from one to two miles 
¿n width. The town of Santa Barbara 
occupies a central position in this val­ 
ley, and is remarkable as the only 
town In Southern California that is 
built directly on the ooast, the towns 
at other placen being located a few 
miles back, to avoid the somewhat 
too vigorous sea breeze, which usually 
acquires a milder and more pleasant 


temperature after passing over a few 
miles of land; but as the coast of Santa 
Barbara trends due cast and west, the 
sea breeze blows along, and not on the 
shore. Santa Barbara enjoys a delight­ 
ful climate, and has become a place of 
resort for invalids, being admirably 
adapted to those eases that require a 
sedative, rather than a stimulating 
climate. 
The valley is principally composed 
of mesa lands of medium fertility,being 
generally better adapted to the culti­ 
vation of vines and trees than to grain 
raising. However, on the La Patera 
rancho, ten miles west of Santa Bar­ 
bara, there is a valley containing sev­ 
eral thousand acres of naturally moist 
fertile valley land adapted to tarming 
purposes, and about ten miles east, at 
the Carpenteria, is also found a sim- 
iliar valley of small extent. Vines, 
olives and almonds flourish admirably 
at Santa Barbara, not requiring irri­ 
gation, for which tiiere are no facil­ 
ities. 
Ventura Cnnuty. 
San Buenaventura, the county seat 
of the new county of Ventura, is lo­ 
cated thirty miles southeast of Santa 
Barbara. The coast here having re­ 
sumed its ordinary southeast trend, 
the sea breeze blows on shore, and the 
same cool and bracing climate is 
found that prevails north of Point 
Conception. There are two valleys 
of fine laud in this county, that of San 
Buenaventura river, which is of mod­ 
erate extent, and also the noted Santa 
Clara valley, which contains a large 
body of land naturally moist, anti a 
soil similar to that of the great valley 
of Los Angeles county. Owing to the 
fact that the climate is too cold, this 
valley is unsuited for semi-tropical 
productions, but is admirably adapted 
to general farming. The Santa Clara 
river furnishes water for irrigation, 
which is also obtained from overflow­ 
ing artesian wells, some of which 
yield abundantly. At the head of the 
Santa Clara valley the sea breeze hav­ 
ing become tempered, the culture of 
semi-tropical plants is successful. 
Bos Angeles County. 
Between this valley and the valleys 
of Los Angeles county, a broad and 
lofty range of mountains intervene, 
extending to the coast, and the stage 
road, to avoid these mountains, con­ 
tinues up the Hanta Clara valley, 
and thence into the 8imi valley, 
which is of large extent, but not pos­ 
sessing sufficient water for irrigation, 
is used for pasturage. Crossing a 
steep and rocky ridge you enter San 
Fernando valley, ten by eighteen 
miles in extent. Shut in by hills it is 
protected from the sea fogs, and is one 
of the few places in the southern part 
of the State where wheat can he suc­ 
cessfully cultivated. The soil of most 
of this valley is very fertile and, in 
parts of it, springs furnish an abun­ 
dance of water for irrigation. As the 
Los Angeles river rises and derives all 
of its water from this valley, it is a 
natural presumption that a large por­ 
tion of it can be irrigated by artesian 
wells; a matter of great importance, as 
an abundant supply of water for irri­ 
gation is an essential in the culture of 
semi-tropical fruits. All those parts 
of Sail Fernando valley in which 
water can he obtained for irrigation, 
will be found as well adapted for that 
purpose, as any lands in Los Angeles 
county. Following down the Los An­ 
geles river, by the route of the S. P. R. 
11. from San Fernando Pass (all rail­ 
roads must pass through San Fernan­ 
do valley), we come to the city of Los 
Angeles, famous for its orange groves. 
Proceeding east we pass through San 
Gabriel Mission, equally famous for its 
orange groves and vines, and beyond 
is the well known valley of El Monte, 
which *is located in the very hod of 
the San Gabriel river, the water of 
which, after leaving the mountains, 
sinks in the sand, and after running 
under the fertile valley of El Monte, 
bursts fourtli again in large and nu­ 
merous springs, which, uniting, form 
two streams—the New and Old San 
Gabriel, each pursuing its separate 
course to the sea. 
East of El Monte is the fertile valley 
of San Jose creek, an affluent of the 
San Gabriel, a valley with a charming 
climate, abundance of water, and not 
only well adapted to semi-tropicals, 
but also the only valley of this county 
where wheat growing is certain. A 
range of low hills separates San Jose 
valley from the great valley of South­ 
ern California, which extends along 
the sea coast southeast by northwest, 
fifty miles in length by twenty miles 
in width—the true semi-tropical val­ 
ley of this semi-tropical county. More 
than half of this valley is moist bot­ 
tom land, requiring nothing but good 
farming to produce good crops, with­ 
out irrigation. 
By means of the 
water of the rivers and the water from 
arteeiau wells which are unfailing, 
and can he made to flow in those parts 
of the valley beyond the reach of the 
water of the rivers, almost the entire 
valley can be irrigated; thus making 
the fortunate inhabitants entirely in­ 
dependent of rain. 
The sea-breeze here has lost the 
rough harshness of the northern coast, 
and its soft and tempered freshness is 
equally grateful to the robust lungs of 
the healthy as to the more delicate 
organs of the invalid. The different 
portions of this broad valley enjoy an 
Infinite variety of climate. On the 
sea coast is found the cool and even 
temperature of San Diego; on the mesa 
land, near the hills, the air is dry and 
warm, and in the interval between the 
hills and the sea any desired shade of 
climate can be found. 
In this valley are located the towns 
of Wilmington and Compton on the 
L. A and 8. P. R. R., west of the San 
Gabriel river and in the western part 
of the valley. In Los Nietos—the in­ 
tervale of the New and Old San Gabriel 
rivers, is the town of Gallatin, nestled 
in perpetual verdure, while on the east 
side ot the Santa Ana, the largest river 
of the south, are found the towns 
of Santa Ana, Tustinand Richland, 
each the centre of a thriving sette- 
nient. 
Between the Santa Ana and new 
San Gabriel rivers lies the centre and 
best part of the valley, und centrally 
located in this twenty miles square 
block we find the green hedges and 
productive vineyards of the thrifty 
settlement of Anaheim, the principal 
town of the valley, and evidently 
destined, from the nature of its sur­ 
roundings, to remain so. 
Following up the Santa Ana river, 
in its passage through the hills, 
(whicli in this country of mountains 
are hardly worthy to be dignified by 
the name of the Santa Ana moun­ 
tains), and lying northeast from Ana­ 
heim, a broad valley of immense extent 


opens before us, the valley of San Ber­ 
nardino county. In the eastern cor­ 
ner of the valley, at the base of the 
lofty peak of the same name, lies the 
town of San Bernardino, in a verdant 
basin filled with running streams and 
spouting wells. If any fault is to be 
found with San Bernardino, it is that 
water is almost too abundant. On the 
east hank of the river, twelve miles 
below, is the colony of Riverside, 
founded by Judge North. 
Following the coast to San Diego we 
f 
iass through the valleys of San Juan 
Capistrano, and San Luis Rey, con­ 
taining in the aggregate some thou­ 
sands of acres of good land wit|j the 
all important advantage of plenty of 
water for irrigation. 
There is also 
S 
lenty of good soil in the county of 
an Diego, but the rain fall is small, 
and there are no facilities for irriga­ 
tion; until that want is supplied, the 
country 
never is thickly settled. 
It is much to be regretted, that such a 
fine harbor should be surrounded by a 
country that Is valueless for want of 
water. 
Outside of the lands I have enumer­ 
ated, there is nothing in the southern 
coast counties worthy of the name of 
agricultural lauds. Much of those I 
have described arc unequaled, and all 
of them are good; and I would ndvise 
the intending purchaser to visit all the 
described places before purchasing, 
and during his investigations, to keep 
constantly before his mind this fact, 
that there is no unproductive land in 
Southern California if it can be irri­ 
gated] and also to remember this ad­ 
vice, not to be persuaded into buying 
land that is not naturally moist or 
that can not be irrigated.—[Southern 
California.

The Agricultural Society. 
A meeting was held at the Claren­ 
don Hotel yesterday morning, to set­ 
tle the business connected with the 
late meeting. 
Considerable preliminary conversa­ 
tion took place, in the course of which 
this journal received, as might be ex­ 
pected, any amount of adverse criti­ 
cism and 
uncomplimentary 
noti­ 
ces. The real business of the meeting 
consisted in auditing accounts and set­ 
tling the financial obligations. 
We 
are informed that the bills received 
were very heavy, and that accounts 
up to $2,100 were passed. The associ­ 
ation still thinks that the H e r a l d 
has been unjust, that is, as far as we 
can learn, opinion is about equally 
divided. 
The H e r a l d favors, and hopes to 
flavor in all coming time, the develop­ 
ment of the country, through the 
means of agricultural associations, 
and by other modes; but it will al­ 
ways reserve the right to oppose the 
unworthy and sanction the merito­ 
rious in everything pertaining to the 
interests of the people. The associa­ 
tion, as a body, is the best is the State. 
It is the ring inside of the asso­ 
ciation that we fight. 
Therefore 
the sooner uncompromising enmity 
is declared openly between monopo­ 
lies and cliques and the H e r a l d , the 
better. From the first issue we prom­ 
ised independence. We pledged our­ 
selves to scorn subserviency to any 
party or clique, and, as far as any 
party or clique enters into any body, 
society or corporation, so far will this 
journal fight it or them. 
The statement in this journal that it 
had written more, done more, and 
worked harder for the association, than 
any other Los Angeles journal has 
not been denied. 
When it is, the 
H e r a l d will give abundant proof that 
the statement is incontrovertible. 
Our fight is against measures, not men, 
and it rests with the people of South­ 
ern California to decide whether they 
will support a fearlessly out-spoken 
journal, or whether they desjfe to re­ 
lapse into the old ruts made by the 
wheels of selfish rings. Let the bit­ 
terest opponents of this journal turn to 
the files of the paper from the second 
of October until the last day of the 
Fair, and they dare not deny the as­ 
sistance it has given them.

So powerful was the ac­ 
tion of the breakers, that a new surf 
line Droke, and the lighter to which it 
was attached drifted on a sand bank. 
Everything indicates that the 3d of 
December will be a gala day. It is be­ 
lieved that every Lodge in the county 
vill send a large representation to take 
part in the ceremonies attending the 
dedication of the new Odd Fellows’ 
Hall, on that day. A cordial invita­ 
tion is extended to the public of Ana­ 
heim and vicinity, to participate in 
the festivities.

N e w York, Nov. 21.—Cole Gun­ 
ning, the well known burglar, was 
taken from the penitentiary where he 
has just completed a six months’ term, 
and looked up at police headquarters 
on charge of complicity in the Nathan 
murder, preferred by John T. Irving.

THE VIRGINIUS AFFAIR. 


W a s h in g t o n , November 10.—Sec­ 
retary Fish consented to be interview­ 
ed to-day on the subject of the Virgin- 
ius and the Spanish executions at San­ 
tiago de Cuba. To-night your corres­ 
pondent waited upon the Secretary to 
substantiate the original interview. 
Mr. Fish said that his natural sym­ 
pathies were with the Cuban cause, 
but that in his official position he 
could not operate in favor of humanity 
there, while unauthorized filibusters 
were using the United States ports to 
fit out expeditions, contrary to law and 
treaty. He stigmatized the recent and 
preceding summary executions by the 
Spanish volunteers as inhuman and 
atrocious slaughters; but intimated 
that the only proper way to stop them 
was to act directly upon the Spanish 
home Government tnrough our Min-» 
ister, who had used his good offices 
several times 
already to 
procure 
changes in the Captain Generalcy, by 
the substituting a mild viceroy for one 
more bloodthirsty. 
The trouble was 
with the volunteers resident in Cuba, 
who by social wheedling or terrorizing 
each new Captain General, made him 
an adjunct to their spirit of massacre. 
The Secretary said, without restraint, 
that these volunteers in Cuba ought to 
be politically extinguished and classed 
at Madrid as worse than the insur­ 
gents. They had given the home Gov­ 
ernment, which was well intentioned, 
as much perplexity as the reckless 
friends of Cuba had given the United 
States. 
Mr. Fish believed that the. existing 
Government in Spain was liberal and 
humane. The summary executions at 
Santiago might have been delayed 
had our Cousul at that point. A N. 
Young, of Kentucky, been at his post. 
Young, however, was either at the 
Ebbit House, in Washington City, or 
somewhere between here and New 
York at the time. 
Mr. Hall, Acting 
Consul General at Havana, had no 
communications with Santiago 
in 
time to stop these murders. Moreover, 
only one of the four victims claimed 
to be an American. Ryan was proba­ 
bly a naturalized citizen, but the State 
Department could not act on hearsay. 
Nothing had been heard from Madrid 
since Saturday, and there was no 
probability of more information in a 
documentary form on which the Secre» 
tary could act, for ten days to come. 


Had our Consul at Santiago been in 
his place, a timely dispatch to Madrid 
might have stayed the execution, but 
the murders were rushed through in 
accordance with the devilish spirit of 
the authorities. 
As to Santa Rosa, one of the victims, 
Mr. Fish said he hail already saved 
him once from death, and that lie was 
foolhardy to risk his life a second 
time. 
* 
It having been reported that the 
Secretary instituted a comparison be­ 
tween the case of the Virginius and 
the Trent, Mr. Fish said that in this 
he was misquoted. 
He did say that 
the Cuban Insurgents wanted us to 
give them more direct assistance than 
the Alabasna had given the Southern 
rebels, and for which we had sum­ 
moned England to pay us fifteen mill­ 
ions of dollars. 
As to the capture of 
the Virginius by the Tornado, there 
were three distinct ways in which the 
ease might be presented. 
If the Vir­ 
ginius was sighted in Spanish waters 
and chased to sea, or if she was sighted 
on the high seas and chased toward 
Jamaca, international law and treaty 
must decide the matter. If captured 
within a league of Jamaica, the Brit­ 
ish Government would have cogni­ 
zance of the case.—[Cincinnati Com­ 
mercial. 


Pacific Coast News. 


Thirty-four trains pass over the Vir­ 
ginia and Truckee Railroad daily. 
The bricklayers at Carson were suc­ 
cessful in thei'r strike for $7 per day. 
It is stated that ex-Senator Nye of 
Nevada will spend the winter in Santa 
Barbara. 
The State Normal School Teachers’ 
Institute will meet at San Jose in Jan­ 
uary next. 
Jose Saltica was arrested recently in 
Sacramento, for having spiel-marks in 
his possession. 
Congressman Luttrell left for the 
East on the 18th inst., to attend the 
next session of Congress. 
The yield of grapes in Santa Clara 
county this year lias not exceeded a 
third of the average crop. 
Wm. Craig, a carrier for the Qolilen 
Jlra, fell dead on the street in San 
Francisco November 19th. 
Stockton is infested with potty 
thieves. Robberies of houses in day­ 
time and night are of frequent occur­ 
rence. 
Sixteen thousand dollars have been 
collected toward the §70,000 debt of the 
Howard street Presbyterian Church, 
Sun Francisco. 
Sutter Creek has inaugurated an 
Order known as “Knights of the As­ 
syrian Cross.” The object is charity 
and fun. 
Ducks and fish are said to be more 
plentiful at the Big Meadows, Plumas 
county, than usual and sporting men 
in that section have high times. 
L. D. Sleigh, of Washington, D. C., 
has presented the Santa Barbara Col­ 
lege with a case of one hundred valua­ 
ble books, as a contribution to the Col­ 
lege Library. 
John Bogard killed a deer a few miles 
nortli of Tehama, a few days since, 
which when dressed readv for the 
butcher’s block, weighed one hundred 
and forty pounds. 
The last of twelve locomotives that 
have been built at the Central Pacific 
Railroad shops at Sacramento, has just 
been completed, and is ready to go out 
on her trial trip. 
A fine article of bluestone is being 
manufactured now at Spencerville, 
Nevada county, and in the course of a 
few weeks they will be turning out 
2,500 pounds a day. 
The 
Vallejo 
Independent 
says: 
“ While officers of the Tuscarora nre 
highly spoken of by all, the crew is 
said the roughest that has entered our 
port for many a long day.” 
Dr. Charles J. Seymour, now a resi­ 
dent of Santa Barbara, lias presented 
to the College a fine collection of min­ 
erals which will form a valuable addi­ 
tion to the College cabinet. 
The Sonoma Democrat is informed 
that the transfer of the Northern Pa­ 
cific Railroad to Mr. Donahue was a 
temporary arrangement, and that it 
will ultimately revert to the Central 
Pacific. 
George Goddard, purser for the Pa­ 
cific Mail Steamship Company since 
1850, and four years agent at Aspin- 
wall, sailed November 18th for New 
York, going to Zanesville, Ohio, on 
two months’ leave of absence. 
The Oregon City Enterprise says 
that Miss Addie Jennings, residing 
about a mile above town, shot and 
killed a large deer last week. 
She 
went at it as deliberately and with as 
much coolness as an old hunter. 
Four liuudred men were discharged 
from the construction department of 
the Mare Island navy yard on the 18th 
inst. Those thrown out of employ­ 
ment embrace—carpenters, plumbers, 
blacksmiths, ship carpenters and la­ 
borers. 
A man named Rally, of Pendleton, 
Oregon, was found dead on Bird» 
creek a few days ago, under such cir­ 
cumstances as led to the belief that he 
had been murdered, and robbed of 
money which it is supposed he had on 
his person. 
Some charges against the Rev. Mr. 
V in De Murk, the pastor of the First 
Universalist Church of San Francisco, 
were investigated in Druid’s Hall, 
Sutter street, November 18th, by the 
congregation. The session was held 
with closed doors. 
An incendiary set fire to a straw 
stack on the farm of a Mr. Garrigus, 
on Sutter creek, Santa Clara county, 
a few nights since. 
It was burned 
down, and three days afterwards a 
barn belonging to the same person was 
burned to the ground. 
The proprietors of the plow factory 
at San Leandro recently attempted 
to reduce the wages of the moulders. 
The men refused to work at the re­ 
duced rates ottered, and the company 
concluded that old hands were better 
than newr, set them at work again. 
The British ship Clarendon was tow­ 
ed into port at Port Townsend on Sat­ 
urday, the 8th instant, from Royal 
Roads, by the tug Isabel. The Clar­ 
endon made the run from Callao to 
Royal Roads in the remarkably short 
time of thirty-four days. She will 
load at Port Blakely for Callao.

THE CUBAN QUESTION 


The following is a portion of an ar­ 
ticle which appears in the New York 
Herald of the 13th Nov., oil the Cuban 
question: 
There nre crimes which outrage hu­ 
manity and exhaust the patience of 
the civilized world—crimes which, by 
their enormity, prompt the uprising 
of vigila neo committees ami the swift 
punishment of the offenders without 
the tardy process of the machinery of 
the law. Of such a character is the 
hurried butchery at Santiago de Cuba 
of fifty-six of the persons captured on 
the Virginius and carried into that 
port by a Spanish man-of-war. The 
atrocit y of the act is so great as to ren­ 
der it difficult to write of it dispassion­ 
ately ami with that calmness of judg­ 
ment necessary in the consideration of 
questions involving great national in­ 
terests. 
Tho first impulse of the 
American people will be to avenge the 
murders that have been committed 
and the insult that has been offered to 
us as a nation, by retribution us swift 
and terrible as the crime by which it 
lias been provoked. The popular voice 
would applaud the action ot the Presi­ 
dent if he should send a fleet of iron­ 
clads to Santiago de Cuba to demand 
the surrender of the Spanish butcher 
Burriel, and of the commander of the 
Tornado, to be dealt with according to 
their deserts, under the penalty of the 
destruction of the town, and the sink­ 
ing of every Spanish war vessel in the 
harbor in ease of refusal. The long 
list of outrages by which this last 
crime had been preceded lias deprived 
the Spanish rule in Cuba of the sym­ 
pathy of all Christian people, and the 
world would rejoice if its career of ruf­ 
fianism and blood should be suddenly 
brought to a close by the just ven­ 
geance of an indignant nation. But 
wo have duties and responsibilities 
which we cannot disregard, and which 
no passion, however natural and how­ 
ever violent, should tempt us to forget. 
Our great strength as a nation and the 
feebleness of the tottering government 
which lias offered us the insult, render 
it the more incumbent upon us to ex­ 
ercise some degree of patience and to 
be calm as well as firm in our demand 
for reparation. 
Fifty-six of the people found on 
board the Virginius have been mur­ 
dered by the Spanish butchers in 
Cuba. 
We nse the term “murdered” 
advisedly; for they had no trial and 
were 
under 
the 
lawful 
protec­ 
tion of the American llag, of which 
they could not be legally deprived un­ 
til the Virginius had been proved be­ 
fore a competent court to have been 
other than an American vessel enti­ 
tled to the protection of tlie United 
States. The evidence that the mur­ 
der was a wilful one, committed with 
the full knowledge of the character of 
the crime, is proved by the words of 
the Governor of Santiago de Cuba, 
who declared that the prisoners should 
be slaughtered before any outside in­ 
terference could be offered; by the in­ 
terception of the telegram of the act­ 
ing American Consul at Santiago de 
Cuba to our Consul at Jamaica, and by 
the cutting of the telegraph wires to 
prevent the reception of any orders to 
stay the executions from the Captain 
General at Havana or the home gov­ 
ernment at Madrid. There was not a 
pretence of law, therefore, to warrant 
the killing of the men, and the words 
and acts of the murderers prove that 
they were sensible that the crime 
would be prevented if time should be 
allowed for legal interference. Noth­ 
ing that may hereafter bo proved 
against the Virginius can alter these 
facts. But we now have more reason 
than ever to believe that the capture 
of the vessel was in violation of treaty 
obligations and international 
law, 
provided she was of American owner­ 
ship. 
From all the. accounts of the 
time consumed in the chase and the 
position of the Virginius when cap­ 
tured, it is certain that she was not in 
Spanish waters, but on the high seas 
when sighted by the Tornado. Such 
being the fact she was not liable to 
capture in time of peace, and her case 
is precisely similar to that of the Deer­ 
hound. Spain has persistently denied 
the existence of a state of belligerency 
in Cuba, and a nation must accept all 
the consequences of the position she 
chooses to assume. There can be no 
articles contraband of war if war does 
not exist; and unless the Virginius 
had been caught by the Spanish au­ 
thorities violating any of the munici­ 
pal laws or regulations of their ports 
she was not, according to the argu­ 
ments of Secretary Fish, liable to 
search and seizure on the high seas, 
although she might have landed arms 
and men on Cuban soil a hundred 
times.

DEATH OF A PROMINENT MEXICAN. 


LIVERY AND FEED STABLES. 


We have to record this week the 
death and burial of Jose Rodriguez, a 
well known citizen of Santa Barbara. 
In the death of Sefior Rodriguez the 
Spanish population of Santa Barbara 
have sustained a public loss. 
H e was 
highly esteemed as a scholar, being 
versed in various sciences and con­ 
versing fluently in five different lan­ 
guages, and for many generous quali­ 
ties of the heart he was universally 
beloved in the circle of his acquaint­ 
ance. W hen fourteen years of age lie 
was sent to Rome to be educated and 
remained there eight years, when lie 
returned to this country. 
He lived in 
San Francisco, where he represented 
D. Danglada in the firm of Baron & 
Co., controlling a wealth amounting 
to more than half a m illion of dollars. 
His abilities as an engineer and a fond­ 
ness for more active life led him to 
abandon this position and take charge 
of the surveying and location of the 
railroad between Vera Cruz and the 
City of Mexico. 
Subsequently he be­ 
came a resident of Santa Barbara and 
was the agent of Don Schappa Pietra. 
When the call was made upon Califor­ 
nia for soldiers during the late war, 
Sefior Rodriguez volunteered in the 
company commanded by Captain De 
la Guerra, and served as a noncom­ 
missioned officer during that compa- 
ny’scampaign in Arizona. His family, 
who do not reside here, are in affluent 
circumstances, and it seems would 
have shared with him their ease and 
comfort rather than have him engage 
in a life of business; but Don Rodri­ 
guez declined to yield up his inde­ 
pendence. 
H is life was an eventful 
one, but brief. 
He was but forty-six 
years of age at the time of his passing 
away. 
H is body was buried Monday, 
and was attended to the grave by a 
large concourse of friends.—[Santa 
Barbara Index.
